INDIANS MOVING 
FROM FARMS NOW 
LOCKE DECLARES 


(By Bm Associated Press) 
MUSKOGEE. Aug. 9.— Indians of 
Oklahoma who 
are 
enrolled 
as 
members of the five civilized tribes, 
are showing a tendency to abandon 
their farms .according to officials 
at 
the Indian agency here. The 
movement to the city is meeting 
strenuous opposition from depart­ 
ment heads however, and a gener­ 
al back to the, farm movement has 
been started among the Indians. 
The Indian makes 
a 
successful 
farmer according to the report of 
Victor M. Locke, superintendent of 
the five civilized tribes. Restricted 
Indians of the tribes last year won 
136 prizes 
for best showing, at 
county and state fairs, 49 second 
prizes, and six third prizes. 
At the Oklahoma Free Fair in 
Muskogee, last year, they captured 
four first prizes in competition with 
white farmers, and at the Hughes 
county fair, Indians took 61 first 
and 37 second prizes. 
During the past year, according 
to Superintendent Locke’s 
report, 
$2,797,951 was spent for mainten­ 
ance of Indian farms, 
in 
building 
houses, buying livestock, and gen­ 
eral improvements. 
Indians 
con­ 
structed 168 houses, 68 barns, and 
bought 473 horses and mules. 279 
head of cattle, and 378 head of 
hogs. 
Superintendent Locke, fn his re­ 
port, recommended disbursement of 
$200,000 for health and sanitary 
improvement, and 
$175,000 
for 
common School 
purposes, 
among 
members of the Five Tribes.
